Women have an in- 
impulse to help, to care for, to nurse 
they instinctively feel with or sym- 
Only exceptional men have this sym- 
nature ; it is not inherently man’s nature 
himself to the petty details of sooth- 
alleviating sickness. In private practic: 
comparatively little demand for male 
hospitals, too, more women than men 
led And although male nurses would 





like to have men’s wards entirely in their care, 
it is doubtful whether there are enough male 
nurses to undertake them all, and whether the 
patients would prefer them. 

(s regards washing and other treatment of male 
patients, in those cases where it is advisable (and 
preferred by the patient) to have a male nurse, 
doubtless, arrangements could be made to meet 
this requirement without banishing the female 
nurse entirely from the care of male patients. 

To sum up, Dr. Aletrino reiterates that men 
possessing the requisite qualities for the finest 
nursing will always be in the minority, women 
in the majority. Hence the profession will re- 
main chiefly in the hands of women, although 
everything should be done to ensure fair and 
generous treatment for those exceptionally gifted 
men who take up the profession and rende 
valuable and perhaps exceptional service

Not content with this, the authorities provide 
many of the schools with baths. Dr. Mackenzie's 
description tallies with that given by Dr. Kerr 
in his report to the London County Council on 
School Baths in Germany. rhe boys stand on 
wooden boards ana soap themselves well all over 
Then the shower-baths are turned on, and the 
whole company is well soused. Afterwards they 
retire to the dressing-rooms to dry themselves 
About thirty-five boys can be bathed in half an 
hour, so that in a school of 900 children, a weekly 
bath can easily be arranged. Those whose work 
lies in the elementary schools can realise what it 
means when Dr. Mackenzie says that in these 
‘there was no such thing as an unclean 
child, and unclean clothing was conspicuous by 
its rarity. 

Wherever medical inspection has been organ- 
ised, it has been found that the teacher is a great 
factor in the success of the work Many educa- 
tion authorities are recognising this, and are pro- 
viding for the training of their teachers in the 
hygiene of school life. Dr. Charles Potter, who 
cave such a lectures to the Sheffield 
teachers, has embodied his views in a book which 
should be in the hands ol every school 
[The scheme of the book is excellent. Each SYS- 
tem of the body is described in turn, and the 
modes in which it may be affected by school con-
